city of Lima has again reached a critical stage in her history, and 


this time she comes face to face with a proposition which has been threaten- 
ing her for years. A condition and not a theory now confronts OB and it is 
ene which mast be met or tbe town is doomed and her future is wrecked. 


The water supply of Lima is inadequate. That is a proposition which 


has been admitted for years. Not only is the supply far too small for the re- 
quirements ef the city, but the quality ef it la such that it cannot be vsed 
successfully for mechanical purposes. The reservoirs constructed when Lima 
was wuch smaller tfcan she now is, have long since become entirely too small 
to collect or -contain a sufficient quantity of soft water to supply the demand 
and the amount has been augmented by water obtained from deep wells, bat 
tkis water is so impregnated with chemicals that it proves very injurio«s to 
it-tarn boilers, and manufacturers nse just aa little ef it as possible. 


But now comes np the realization of the startling fact that even this 


supply Is not sufficient in quantity to aSord us even moderately good fire 
protection, as was demonstrated at the recent disastrous fire at the Steel Works. 


The result of this shortage in supply and pressure was the entire destruc- 


tion of a plant worth $125,000, which caused 150 men to be thrown out of em- 
ployment, with but little prospect of its being rebuilt in this city. 


Tine amount of money lost in this one fire would build 


a storage reservoir wnieh. woald furnish Lima wita an 
abundance of good soft water suitable for anybody's 
boilers, and provide a supply which Would give us ade- 
quate Sre|proteetion. 


Suppose that the fire insurance companies carrying policies on property 


IE Lima would conclude that the water supply was too small to properly pro- 
tect tbe'ftroperty on waich their policies were written, and would withdraw 
from this "^territory: What would become of the property ovners should a 
disastrous fire break out, and there be not -water enough to preserve the homes 
from the devouring element?

The supply of water 
necessary for motive power is furnish- 
ed from McGullough's lake at an an- 
nual cost of 33.000. The water so 
used is pumped from hog creek when 
that polluted stream becomes swollen 
by sufficient surface water, and with it 
is pumped all the ingredients that 
play havoc with engine boilers. And 
yet McCullor.gh lake water is superior 
to the city water to a degree that 
makes it preferable. If the C. H. & 
D. bad to depend on its supply from 
the L-Jma reservoir then, quantity as 
well as quality would have entered 
more seriously into the presant con- 
troversy.
